OUR POVERTY-STRICKEN SCHOOLS 


At th>> annual convention of county as- 


sessors one of the speakers pave it as his 
opinion that the public schools of Wiscon- 
sin were not receiving sufficient income 
from taxation for their proper care and 
development. 
He advocated siill larger 


taxes to the end that the schools might 
be dealt with more liberally. "'What is 
seven-tenths of one mill.'' he said, "for 
common schools, what is three-fourths of 
a mill for the University and one-sixth of 
a mill for normal schools in a total levy 
of 35 mills?" To emphasize his point 
that the schools were inadequately fi- 
nanced the speaker referred to the na- 
tion's tobacco, chewing gum and movie 
bills, totalling something like a billion 
dollars annually, and a liquor bill which 
formerly exceeded that amount. If we 
farther consider the fact that 93 per cent 
of federal revenues go for wars, past 
and present and only seven per cent 
for education, administration and all oth- 
er governmental purposes we have a still 
more striking picture of the relative neg- 
lect of public schools. 


"We have only to look about us for evi- 


dences of this neglect. We have some 
good school houses in. every city, but we 
also have many shabby, ancient, insani- 
tary, poorly ventilated buildings, meanly 
equip*ped and some of them positively dis- 
reputable. 
"We see children crowded in 


delapidatcd structures amid surroundings 
that are anything but conducive to intel- 
lectual effort and training. "We see many 
practically excluded from educational op- 
portunity by lack of facilities. 
"We see 


the need of additional high school facili- 
ties, of more and better teachers, of play- 
grounds-and other health-creating agen- 
cies, of niral high schools, of more mo- 
dern equipment. 
We sec the schools 


fekimped to the last penny and dollars 
a-plenty for purposes not one-quarter so 
important. 


The American educational system has 


been grossly impaired by the demands and 
excesses of politics, by the extravagances 
of congress and of legislatures, by the 
enormous appropriations which go for 
war. 
"We have gone on year after year 


satisfying the insatiable appetite of poli- 
ticians for plums and fence-building ma- 
terial, we have tolerated waste and inef- 
ficiency in the nation, state and munici- 
pality, all at the expense of the public 
schools and the children of America. 


Our schools ought to be the equal of 


any public buildings we possess. 
They 


ought to be the finest of our public insti- 
tutions. They ought to serve all our chil- 
dren equally, adequately and well. The 
schools should be the first thing to which 
we point with pride as evidence of our 
civic worth and progressiveness. Thou- 
sands of them are veritable barns. Thou- 
sands are needed that do not exist. The 
assessor who asks for higher taxes for tho 
schools is right. 
The levy for education 


should be made sufficient to provide, high- 
class schools, modern school h<fuses. thor- 
oughly trained and capable tf-acher». This 
tax should come near the top. if not at the 
top. Good roads and other needed public 
works should come li^xt. If that made 
taxes high well and good, it would be for 
a worthy purpose, j-ocicly and the nation 
would be getting value received. Politics 
could take what was left, or better Mill go 
without. How long are we going to go 
on reversing the order, paying the tribute 
first to polities and letting the schools 
shift for themselves in povcity and u%r- 
k.-:: 


to tears.

BE FAIR WITH GERMANY 


The allied supreme council, now in ses- 


sion tu Paris, is dealing with vital as well 
as critical phases of the peace of Europe. 
It has among other questions touching the 
practical 
application 
of'the Versailles 


treaty to decide two matters of the ut- 
most importance, one that of German dis- 
armament and the other that of repara- 
tions. 


France up to this time has taken an ex- 


treme position on both Issues. It has in- 
sisted upon further measures for crippling 
the military resources of Germany and it 
has opposed compliance with the provi- 
sion of the treaty which requires the fix- 
ing of total reparations by May i next. In 
this stand France is alone. 


The latest proposal, said to have the ap- 


proval of Premier Briand. rejects totaliza- 
tion of reparations at this time and in 
fact postpones it indefinitely beyond the 
limit fixed by the treaty. The plan would 
oblige Berlin to pay an annuity of three 
billion gold marks for the next five years, 
in the course of which she would be in- 
formed what she is to pay eventually. 


The most definite scheme for German 


indemnities jret drawn was that drafted at 
Boulogne last July. This provided for a 
payment of three billion gold marks an- 
nually for five years, six billion annually 
for the next five years, and seven billion 
annually for the next thirty-two years, a 
total of 269,000,000,000 marks in forty- 
two years, of which France would get 55 
per cent. 


Germany, 
while leaving open 
the 


amount of the indemnity, insists that it 
be fixed between now and May 1 in com- 
pliance with the treaty and in this de- 
mand she is morally supported by Great 
Britain and Belgium. While recognizing 
the fact that no indemnity which could be 
fixed would repay the claims tlrat might 
justly be brought, against Germany, as 
well as the further fact that five years 
may disclose Germany's ability to pay 
more Jthan her resources would indicate 
at this time, nevertheless there are con- 
siderations which question the wisdom or 
propriety of exacting the last pound of 
flesh. There are more important things 
at stake in this international settlement 
than" dollars, and one of these is the exe- 
cution of the treaty in a spirit which will 
promote the future peace and good will of 
Europe.

There are 
also talcs of women and girls being 
dragged out of line and robbed. 


The result Is that .when the imml- 


arant arrives in tho United States he 
Iocs not have sufficient money to be 
admitted to this country, as the law 
provides that ho cannot be admitted 
f ho is likely to become a public 
Charge. 
On one ship carrying per- 


haps a 
thousand immigrants there 


were several hundred that had less 
.han 
one dollar each in money. Many 


of them, from regions infested with 
typhus, wear clothes so flimsy that 
these clothes will not stand the dis- 
infecting process through which they 
must be put. 


Congestion at Ellis Island 


Most of these destitute immigrants 


"laim that they expect money here 
from friends, 
relatives or societies, 


nnd most of them are, in the course 
:>f time, 
rescued by some 
of their 


Compatriots 
in this country. 
But 


meantime they must be cared for at 
Ellis Island. 
The island 
has no ac- 


commodations for such a swarm of 
people. They are compelled to sleep 
on the floors, and until recently many 
of them had to sleep without blankets. 
There are no adequate toilet facilities 
->r facilities of any other kind. 


Furthermore, these almost destitute 


•>eople land in a country the language 
of which they cannot speak, and in 
i city which ia already full of unem- 
ployed persons, and which has bread 
lines. There is practically no ma- 
chinery for placing, these people in 
fobs. 
Mr.' Wallia reported several 


letters that he had had from the "West 
asking for immigrant labor at good 
wages. 
But he has no authority to

employment agency.

He estimates that the 
ships now in use can carry a million 
steerage passengers a year and per- 
haps three hundred thousand in the 
tirst and second cabins. It is further 
brought out in the hearings that 25 
to 30 per cent of the trans-Atlantic 
passenger traffic is non-immigrant— 
that is, it consists of people who in- 
tend to return 
to their native coun- 


tries, or of Americans returning from 
Europe. In this way it is seen that 
our immigration is self-limited to les* 
than a million a year, barring what 
comes in' over the Mexican and Ca- 
nadian borders.

Pick the Best 


The situation, therefore, 
as 
Mr. 


Wallis sees it, is that out of ten mil- 
lion aliens who want to come to the 
United States in a given year, 
only 


one million can come by reason of 
the limitations of the carriers. He 
argues that our manifest duty is to 
choose this million with the utmost 
care—to see that the 10 per cent of 
the proffered population

takeu is the best 10 per cent and not 
the worst or middling.

Some of the Senators brought out the 
fact that an attempt had once before 
been made to effect OTCh an arrange- 
ment diplomatically, and that all the 
nations but Italy and China had ob- 
jected. No reason in law or common 
sense was offered, however, why we 
should not be able to receive immi- 
gration on our own terms or reject it 
altogether.

Pasteurization as Health Officials See It 


Dr. Edward V. McCollum. Depart- 


ment of Chemical Hygiene. Johns Hop- 
kins University, Baltimore, who was 
one of the first to prove, by feeding ex- 
periments that milk contained vitamines: 


"Pasteurized milk should be safe- 


guarded by prompt refrigeration in the 
home, in order to prevent staleness which 
comes 
with 
the 
development of bad 


flavor. 
In many cases the bad flavor of 


milk is due to failure of the housewife to 
remove the.bottles from the doorstep and 
place them promptly in a cold refrigera- 
tor. An hour or two on the door step will 
frequently cause the development of bad 
davor in a bottle of milk. 


"No infant will ever develop scurvy if 


given orange jnicc or tomato juice, and 
the feeding of raw milk is by no means 
a certain safeguard against the develop- 
ment of rickets; rickets, as is generally 
known, being a disease in which there is 
faulty bone growth. Bad hygienic condi- 
tions', lack of exorcise, light, etc., together 
with digestive disturbances brought on by 
food whicli is in bad bacterial condition, 
are doubtless the main factors involved in 
the development of rickets.

sale of raw milk are espousing the cause 
of a policy which would do a great deal 
of damage."

Further, 
we know from sad experience attested to 
by statistics gathered in every city, that 
the infant mortality rate has been enor- 
mous wherever raw milk as commonly 
sold has been used. 
We have come to 


know that pasteurization is a life-saving 
measure in so far as concerns infants and 
children who depend upon milk as their 
chief food. Everywhere the introduction

of pasteurization has resulted in an al- 
most immediate and "most striking reduc- 
tion in the infant mortality rate." 


H. "W. Wnittaker. Director Division of 


Sanitation, Minnesota State Board of 
Health: 


"We believe that the regulations estab- 


lished by your Board of Health calling for 
the sale of hut .two grades of milk, name- 
ly certified and pasteurized, are correct. 
The Minnesota State Board of Health, in 
its regulations, now recognizes only these 
two grades of milk. There are certain 
cities in the state which permit, by local 
ordinances, the sale of raw milk which is 
not of the grade of certified milk, and 
•which do not require the milk to be pas- 
teurized. This is a. condition which it 
will be necessary to tolerate for a short 
time, 
or until improvement 
can be 


brought about, but we believe that the 
two grades mentioned above are the only 
grades that should be permitted to be sold 
in municipalities whore the proper mech- 
anism is established for the control of 
their production and sale." 


Dr. E. C. Sherman. Acting Executive 


Officer, Chemistry Department. Columbia 
University: 


"Regarding the advantage of pasteuri- 


zation, I share the view which I think is 
now prevalent that, as a safeguard 
atrainst the possibility of milk-borne infec- 
tion, it is better that all milk below the 
grade of certiiied should be pasteurized." 


Dr. D. B. Armstrong, Executive Officer, 


Health Demonstration of the National Tu- 
berntilosis A&soeiatiou. Framingham, Mas- 
sachusetts: 


"1 think it is safe to say that the die- 


tarv experts are convinced that pasteuri- 
zation bears no harmful relation to infant 
fending. It was once thought to be instru- 
mental in the development of rickets. We 
now are convinced that rickets may devel- 
op in children while entirely breast fed, 
and that the disease is the result of some 
essential food element deficiency. On the 
other hand, pasteurization properly car- 
ried out does not injure these growth-pro- 
ducing elements or vitamines in milk. Nei- 
ther docs it deleteriously affect the ash 
content, or food value of inilk." 


Dr. Julius Levy, Director Child Hy- 


giene Division, City of Newark, N. J. 


"My personal experience extending over 


a period of 15 years has given me no 
reason for discontinuing the use of pas- 
teurized milk, as during this period I have 
not had a single case of scurvy. 
While 


there was a general opinion that scurvy 
and rickets frequently followed the use of 
pasteurized milk, it has been found that 
if the milk is not held at a temperature 
over 145 degrees for more than 30 min., 
there is very little likelihood that scurvy 
will develop. It has also been proved that 
this slight chance can be jjuarded against 
by the giving of orange juice at the fourth 
or fifth month. 


"Against this slight objection to pas- 


teurized milk must be set the fact that it is 
the only method, when propely carried out 


that will protect the children or adults 
from the pathogenic bacteria that may be 
found in milk and may produce bovine 
tubex-culosis, diphtheria, scarlet fever, sep- 
tic sore throat and forms of intestinal dis- 
turbances. Not even certified milk is as 
dependable."

Dr. Herman Briggs. Commissioner of 


Health, State of New York: 


"Replying to your letter. I would say. 


in my judgment pasteurized milk is the 
only safe milk. 
Eveu certified milk is 


more likely to convey disease than a pro- 
perly pasteurized milk. 


"I cannot,imagine any progressive mu- 


nicipality at this time, which was proper- 
ly informed as to the facts, would revert 
to the use of unpasteurized milk when 
once it has adopted the other."' 


John B. Murlin, Department of Physi- 


ology. University of Rochester, N. Y.: 


"During the past year the Department 


of Vital Economics has been conducting a 
milk station in an Italian district in this 
crty and has been dispensing at cost, in 
co-operation with the Rotary Clnb of the 
city, pasteurized milk for the use of chil- 
dren under seven years of age. Alto- 
gether some 300 children have been bene- 
fited by the station and many of them have 
shown* remarkable gains in body weight, 
and stature. For example, we had at the 
beginning of the year 5* children who 
were five pounds or more under weight. 
At the end of the year only 39 were un- 
der weight to this extent. There are many 
individual cases of children who have 
made not only their expected growth for 
age, but have recovered anywhere from 
two to six pounds under weight. Nothing 
but pasteurized milk was dispensed. Care- 
ful record of the amount of milk taken by 
each child has been kept and it is found 
that this varies from S to 24 ounces daily. 


"We have also many instances of chil- 


dren who were not making the normal 
.growth until milk was started, after which 
growth was obviously stimulated. If the 
pasteurization of milk destroyed any of 
the essential vitamines. these results could 
not have b»vn obtained." 


Dr. Francis E. Fronczack, Health Com- 


missioner. Di'pcrtmout of Health, Buffalo, 
N. Y. : 


"We regard the pasteurization of milk
